| There was a time within the mem- 
ory of some of my readers when beer 
in the White House was a matter of 
course. But as fur back as I myself 
can remember, all our presidents were 
more or less subject to prohibition in- 
fluence, at least publicly. I recall as 
a child reading about Theodore Roos:- 
vclt suing n newspaper editor for re- 
porting that at a public banquet he 
drank white wine. Colonel Roosevelt 
said it was milk — and made the editor 
cat his words. 


Yet today the first lady of the land 


— herself a total abstainer— announces 
that beer won't be prohibited in the 
White House.

The flight of prohibition sentiment 


from these American shores can only 
bo explained by the people's sudden 
realization that moderation in think- 
ing is fully as important as modera- 
tion in drinking and moderation in 
eating.

President Roosevelt recom- 
mended to congress Monday 
th$ enactment of legislation 
authorizing the refinancing of 
farmers' indebtedness. 


The latest major plan of the admin- 


isUation will be offered as an amend- 
ment to the farm relief bill which is 
now in the senate. 


The 'message accompaying the bill 


set forth that Mr. Roosevelt desired a 
readjustment of the principal on far- 
mers' debts, a reduction of interest 
rates, and a temporary readjustment 
of amortization, to give the farmers a 
chance to recover. 


Terms of the BUI 


Senator Robinson, Arkansas Demo- 


crat, introduced the Roosevelt mort- 
gage bill, which provides mainly: 


1. A 50-milllon-dollar appropriation 


subscribed by the treasury to the fed- 
eral lan'd banks' capital to get the 
plan to work immediately. 


2. A 2-billion-dollar 
farm 
mort- 


gage bond; issue, the bonds to b: exl 
•changed with mortgage-holders for 
the original mortgages, under general 
supervision "of Ihc recently •consolidat- 
ed federal farm credits agency. 


3. To set up the machinery for tak- 


ing over unpaid balances of mort- 
gages outstanding, and in the case of 
mortgages on which nothing has been 
paid, to provide that the property shall 
be appraised and a maximum of 70 
per cent covered in the new mort- 
gage, 
based on current appraised 


value.

The other is the Wilcox bill, which 


would permit political subdivisions of 
states to submit a plan of composition 
cr sealing down of principal and in- 
terest to such u court for approval aft- 
er the plan had received the approval 
ol creditors holding 50 per cent or 
more of the amount of the obligations. 


The McLeod proposal has been vig-

Dodge Luhan, is the first volume of 
what has been ballyhooed as the 
frankest, most revealing and most sig- 
nificant autobiography ever published 


I in America. Anl it seems to me that 
it would get a better reception if it 
had not had quite so much horn-tool- 
ing. It is solidly and, for the most 
part, quietly interesting, but it conr 
tains nothing that will make oneon,e's 
hair curl. 


In this book Mrs. Luhan tells of her 


girlhood in the Buffalo of a genera- 
tion ago; and the way in which she 
evokes the atmosphere of a vanished 
time makes the book genuinely read- 
able. 


For we see. here, folk who not only 


belonged to a generation earlier than 
our own; they were folk who, lived 
by an entirely difcrent code. They 
•were more repressed, grimmer, more 
devoted to a code. Households might 
be divided by vast spiritual chasms, 
but they presented to the world an 
unbroken front. Neither boredom nor 
hatred nor

disrupted them. 


It sounds, somehow, like a chilly 


and forbidding, world. Yet Mrs. Lu- 
han says she likes to look back on it. 
She thinks she was happier in it. as 
a child, than she would be as a child 
today.

four weeks in the house before the 
plants are ready to transplant to the 
coldframe. Peppers require about five 
weeks, eggplant four or five weeks, 
and lettuce and cabbage three weeks.

nlanted in quart berry boxes in the 
house, will be ready for trie cold- 
frame in about 10 days after the seeds I 
are planted.

The blimp was caught by a strong 


northwest wind as it cleared the sea 
and flew in over Barnegat inlet. 


Persons on shore saw that it was 


making little headway and after a 
short battle with the wind, saw it 
blow backward and dip into the surf 
off the boardwalk. 


The little craft righted itself and 


rose into the air, only to drop back 
into the sea. 


The impact threw its crew into the 


water. Five of them managed to cling 
to the life rafts that the aircraft car- 
ried.

Act No, 63 


A pre-audit of all claims, whether contractual or other- 


wise, by the state comptroller was made mandatory undei 
Act No. 63, which also gave the governor power to disapprove 
the salary of any state employe whose salary is not definitely 
fixed by statute. 


Every state department, institution'-";.—— 


or agency was required to furnish in 
duplicate to the governor the name 
of each employe togethed with the 
amount of his salary, and the au- 
thority—statutory or constitutional— 
for his employment. The governor 
was director to transmit one copy to 
the state or and the other to the state 
comptroller. The state auditor and 
comptroller were directed not to ap- 
prove any claim where there is no 
money in the state treasury to pay it. 


Every department 01' 
Institution 


lead was required to file with the 
comptroller certified copies of all con- 
tracts or resolutions authorizing ex- 
penditures of state monies. 


All claims (except for salaries) must 


JE approved by the state comptroller 
before, the auditor can issue his war- 
ants for them. The auditor also is 
nstructed to retain all vouchers for 
laims for a period of five days. 
One effect of the new law—although 


lot stated therein—will be to give 
he public as least weekly a publish- 
d statement of the condition of the 
tate finances.

At least once a week, he said, he 


will compile a statement of condition

Since all claims must pass through 


the comprtoller's hands, he will be 
able to tell at the cose of each day's 
business the exact condition of state 
finances. 


An important section of the act 


makes it mandatory upon all collect- 
ing agencies to pay into the treasury 
within one week of 
collection all 


money received. It also restricts the 
treasurer from paying out any money 
except where the claims for such have 
been pro-audited by the state comp- 
troller. 


One exception as to money • being 


paid into the treasury is made in 
the case of the state land office, which 
may carry $5,000 or less in a bank ac- 
count from which to pay for adver- 
tising and attorney's fees in connec- 
tion with suits to confirm title to 
State lands. However, No claim on 
this fund may be paid until it has 
been approved by the state comptrol- 
ler.

Down in Flames 


NEW YORK.—(#>)—The U. S. S. 


Akron, largest airship in the world, 
crashed in flames at sea early Tuesday 
with 76 men aboard. 


Twelve hours later only four of 


those men had been found, and one of 
them died later—making this by far 
the greatest disaster in the whole his- 
tory of lighter-than-air flight. 


A report from the Navy Department 


to President Roosevelt said the ship 
apparently was struck by lightning 
and crashed in flames intp the sea. 


Ships rushing to the rescue, found 


scraps of wreckage but no bodies.
